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of very great importance in Parliament, and cannot 
enough recommend them to my young readers. 

** Tropes are of two kinds ; — fuch as tend to illot 
trate our meaning ; and, adly, fuch as tend to ren- 
der it obfcure. The firfl are of great ufe in the 
fcrmo pedejiris \ the fecond in the fublime. They 
give the os magna fonans ; or, as the fame poet fays 
in another place, the ore rotundo i an expreffion^ 
which fhews, by the bye, that it is as neceflary to 
round your mouth, as to round your periods. 
But of this more hereafter, when I come to treat of 
mouthiugy or, as the Latins call it, elocutio. 

** In the courfe of my reflections on tropes, I 
have frequently lamented the want of thefe embel- 
lifhments in our modern hg-hoch. Strabo fays thoy 
were frequently employed by the ancient failors ; 
nor can we wonder at this diference, lince our 
young feamen are fuch bad fcholars ; not fo in 
other countries ; for I have feen children at the 
ifland of Zantij who knew more of Greek than any 
Firft Lieutenant. Now to return to tropes, and of 
their ufe in Parliament. I will give you fomc ex« 
amples of the moil perfed kind in each fpecies, and 
then quit the fubje£t : only obferving, that the worft 
kind of tropes are puns; and that tropes, when ufed 
in controverfy, ought to be very obfcure ; for many 
people do not know how to anfwcr what they do not 
underfland,

The fleet being in a gfieat want of fuppIiesV anrf 
fronv the letters I had received expecting the faipe

EXTRAORDINARY. 

OJJ Saturday the x4th of Febniaty, 1784, at i P.M. 
the Fox, commanded by Ccmmahrg BlackharJ^ ^as 
towed into the Raa of Portland^ in great diftrefs.

-own inexperience in ail fuch matters, and intreating. 
their acquiefcence therefore in his appointment of 
his friend, Mr. Delpini of the Haymarket Theatre,

<aiIon. Accordingly Jlir. jD^/^/«/ being immediately 
introduced, the feveral candidates proceeded to re-< 
cite their compofitions, according to their rank and 
precedence in the above lift — both his Lordfhip and 
his alTeiTor attending throughout the whole of the 
readings with the profoundeft refpedj^ and taking no 
refrefhment vvhatfoevcr, except feme China-oranges 
and bifcuit, which were alfo handed about to the 
company, by Mr. John Seeker^ Clerk of the Houfe* 
bold, and Mr. William Wife^ Groom of the Buttery. 

At half after five the Readings being compleatedy

FAITHFULLY EXTRACTED FROM THE RECO&Dr 
OF THE HERALDS* OFFICE. 

John ROLLE, Efq; is defcended from the an* 
cient Duke RoHo, of Normandy : Rollo pafled over 
into Britain, anno 983, where be foon begat ano- 
ther Rollo, upon the wife of a Saxon drummer.— 
Oar young Rollo was dUlinguifhed by his gigantic 
ftature, and was flain by Hildebrand, the DaniOi 
Champion, in a fit of jealoufy. We find in Camden , 
that the race of the RoUos fell into adverfitv in the 
reign of Stephen, and in the fucceeding reign, Gaf- 
per de Rollo was an Oftler in Denbighfhire : But dur- 
ing the unhappy contefls of York and Lancailer, the 
venerable Bede, and indeed the Chronicle of Croy- 
land have it, that the RoUos became Scherififs of 
Devon ; ** Scberiffi De*vonienfes Rolli fuerunt ;"— and in 
another pafiage, ** arrefi mjerunt Debitores plurim: Rol» 
** lorum ;** hence a doubt in Fabian, whether thia- 
Rollo was not Bailiff, ipfe pctius quam Scheriffis* From 
this period, however, they gradually advanced in 
drcumilances* Rollo, in Henry the 8th being 

aoiexcf^ 
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mtnerced in 800 Marks for pilfering two manchetts 
of Beef from the King's Buttery, the which faith 
SeMen, fadlUme pay aviu 

In 7th and 8th of Phil, and Mar. three Rollos 
indeed were gibbeted for piracy, and from that date 
the family changed the final O of the name into an 
£• In the latter annals of the Rollos, now Rolles, 
but little of confequence is handed down to us ; we 
have it that Timothy RoUe of Plympton, in the 8th 
of Queen Anne, endowed three Alms Houfes in faid , 
towut Jeremiah^ his fecond fon» was counted the 
fatted man of his day, and Dorothea Rolle, his third 
coufin, died of a terrible dyfentery. From this pe« 
riod Rolles have burft upon public notice, with fuclr 
a blaze of fplendour, as renders all further accounts 
of this illuilrious race entirely unnecefCpQr.

Nothing can be more confonant to the advice of 
Horace and Ariilotle than the condu6l of our author 
throughout this poem. The action is one^ entire^ and 
great event, being the procreation of a child on the 
wife of a Saxon Drummer. The Poem opens with a 
mofl laboured and mafterly defcriprion of a St^tnru 
jRoI/d*s flate of mind in this arduous fituation is finely 
painted : 

Now RoJlo florms more buMy than the wind. 
Now doubts and black defpair perplex his mind ; 
Hopeltfs to fee his veflel fafely harbour*d, 
He hardly knows K\%Jiarhoard from his larboard! 

That a hero in diftrefs fhould not know his rigf^ 
»hand from his lefi^ is mofl natural and aflfedting ; in 
other hands, indeed, it would not have appeared 
fufficiently poetical, but the technical expreffions of 
our author convey the idea m all the hlaze of meta* 
phor. The florm at length fubfides, and RoJlo is fafe- 
ly landed on the coaft of SuJJex. Some of his foL 
lowers difcover and conduct him ta the country- 
houfe of Dame Shipton, a lady of exquifite beauty, 
and frji Concubine to the Ujurper Harold. Her like- 
nefs (we all know) is fliil preferved at the wax- 
work 
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work in Fleet-ftreet. To thb Ladjr he relates with 
great modefly his former adions, and his defign of 
conquering England,* in which^ (charmed with the 
^race with which he eats and uUsJtories) ihe promifet 
to affifl him, and they fet off together for Lomdm. In 
the third book Dame Sbiptan^ or as the author Qiles 
her Sbl^cnia^ propoies a party to the pttppet-Jbew ; on 
the wa!k they are furprizcd by a ihower, and retire 
under Temple Bar, where Shiptmia forgets her fide« 
lity to Harold. We are forry to obferve that this in- 
cident is not fufficiently/0€/ir^; nor does Sbiptgnia 
part with her chaiHty in fo folemn a manner as DuU 
in the JSadJ. In the opening of the fourth book 
likewife we think our author inferior to Flrgilj whom 
he exa^y copies, and in fome places tranflates. He 
begins in this manner ; 

But now (for thus it was decreed above) 
Shifunia falls exceffively in love ; 
In every vein, great RoUo*s eyes and fame 
Light up, and then add fuel to the flame ! 
His words, his beauty, Jilck within her hreafi^ 
Nor do her cares afford her any refl. 

Here we think that FUrgil^s ** hartnt infixi peftore 
vultus verbaque,** is ill tranilated by the profaic 
viOY^Jiick. We mull confcfs however, that from the 
defpair and death of Shiptonia^ to the battle of Hajl^ 
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ibgt^ in which Hollo With his own hand kills tVitSaxoft 
Drummer^ and carries off his wife» the Poem aboundi) 
with beautiful details. But the fixth book, in which 
Rolfo almofl defpairing of fuCcefs, defcends into a 
Nigit Cellar^ to confult the illujhhus Merlin on his fu- 
ture deftiny, is a mafler^piece of elegance* 

From this book, an extradl has already been giveil 
in the different papers ; but as the Philofophcr*9 
magic lanthorn exhibits the characters of all RoU^% 
"defcendantSi and even of all thofe who we'rc.to 2Jdi on 
the fame ftage with the Marcellus of the piece, the 
prefent illujlrious Mr. Rolle^ we mean to fele<^ in our 
next number fome of the moft' ftriking parages of 
this inexhauftible MageCKine of Poetry !

What chiefly diftinguifhes this edition , and ren- 
4ier^ it peculiarly interefling at the prefent moment^ 
is the admirable defcription contained in it of the 
newly appointed India Board ; in which the charac* 
ters of the members compoiing it are mofl happily, 
though perhaps fomewhat feverely contrailfed with 
thofe to whom the fame high office had been allotted. 
by a former adminiflration. That the feelings of 
the public are in unifon with thofe of our author 
upon this occafion, is fufficiently apparent from the 
frequent panegyrics with which the public papers 
kave of late been filled upoji the characters of thefe 
diftinguifhed perfonages. In truth, the fuperiority 
4)f the prefent excellent adminiflration over their 
opponents, can in no* inflance be more clearly de- 
monflrated than by a candid examination of the 
comparative merits of the perfons appointed by each 
of them to prefide in this arduous and important 
department. 

Our author opens this comparifon by the follow^ 
ing elegant compliment to the accompliflied noble- 
man, whofe iituation as Secretary of State entitles 
him to a piiority of notice, as the enemies of his 
abilities^ will ever enfure him a due fuperiority of 
weight in the deliberations of the board.

We mentioned long fince, that moft of the paf- 
fages intended to be fele6ted for our criticifms, w^re 
contained in the fixth book, where Merlin by means 
of a magic lantern, fhews to Duke R0U9 the great 
characters, cotemporaries, and friends of his illuf* 
trious defcendant, Mr. RoUe. This book, whe- 
thcr it be from the fubje6b, or, as we fometimcs flat- 
ter ourfelves, from the recommendation of our com- 
mentary, has been generally admired, above alt the 
reft ; and of confequence, it has been revifed,. cor- 
refted, and improved with uncommon care by the. 
author m fucceffive editions of the poem. Thus 
in the nineteenth he introduced for the firfl time, his 
Epi/oJe Farfonic^ on the vifion of Dr. Prettyman ia 
St. Margaret's pulpit ; and in the Pwentieth^ the vifionr 
of the new Board of Indian Commiffioners. At the 
fame time, alfo, he very much enlarged the defcrip- 
tion of the Houfe of Commons, with which he ju* 
dicioufly prepares the reader for the exhibition of 
Mr. Rolle, and the other political heroes of the 
age on that theatre of their glory. Maps of the 
country round Troy have been drawn from the 
Iliad ; and we doubt not, that a plan of St. Stephen's 
might now be delineated with the utmoft accuracy 
fpHB the Rolliad.

The language too, is truly 
prophetic; unintelligible, perhaps, to thofe to whonsi 
it is af^drefled, butperfe6tly clear, full, and forcible 
to thofe who live in the time of the atcomplifliment. 
Duke RoUo might reafonably be fuppofed to flare at 
the barbarous words, Pagod and Gomgom ; but we, 
who know one to iignify an Indian Idol, and the 
other an Indian inflrument of mufic, perceive at 
once the peculiar propriety with which fuch images 
are applied to an officer of a Houfe of Commons, fo 
completely Indian as the prefent. A writer of kfs

The defcription of the lobby al{o furnifhes an op* 
portunity of interfperfing a palTage of the tender 
kind, in praife of the Pomona who attends there 
with oranges. Our poet calls her Uucfteria^ and by 
a dexterous flroke of art, compares her to Shiptoma^ 
whofe> amours with RoUo form the third and fourtk 
books of the Roiliad.

This pafTage will probably furprife many of our rea- 
ders, who mufl have difcovered our author to be, as 
every good and wife man muft be, firmly attached to 
the prefent lyftem. It was natural for Dant^ to 
fend his enemies to hell ; but it feems ilrange that 
our poet ftiould place the writings of his own friend* 
and fellow -labourers in a water-clofet. It has indeed 
been hinted to us, that it might arife from envy to 
find fome of them better rewarded for their exertions 
in the caufe than himfeif. But though great minds 

have 
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have fomctimes been fubjcdtto th'ls pafTion, wc can- 
not fuppofe it to have influenced the author of the 
Rolliad in the prefent inflance. For in that cafe wc 
doubt not he would have (hewn more tendernefs to 
his fellow-fufferer, the un fort unafe M r. Northcotc, 
who, after facrificing his time, degrading his pro- 
feflion, and hazarding his ears twice or thiice every 
week, for thefe two or three years paft, has at length 
confefled his patriotifm weary of employing his ta- 
lents for the good of his country, without receiving 
the reward of bis labours. To confefs the truth, we 
ourfelves think the apparent Angularity of the poet'* 
condudt on this occafion, may be readily afcribed to, 
that independence of fuperior genius, which we 
noticed in our laft number. We there remarked 
with what becoming freedom he fpoke to the niini- 
fler himfclf ; and in the paffage now before us, we 
may find traces of the fame fpririt, in the ailufions to 
the coal-tax, gauze-tax, and ribbon-tax, as well as^ 
the unexampled alterations and corrections of the 
celebrated India Bill. Why then fhould it appear 
extraordinary, that he fliould take the fame liberty 
with two or three brother-authors, Aij'hich he had 
before taken with their mafler ; and without fcriiple 
intimate, what he and every one elfe mufl think of 
their productions, notwichflanding he may polTefs all 
poflible charity for the good intention of their en- 
deavours ? We cannot difmifs thefe criticifrai with- 
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out obferving on the concluding lines, how happily 
our author here again, as before by the mention of 
Shtptonia^ contrives to recall our attention to the per- 
sonages more immediately before us, Merlin and 
Duke Rollo !

It feemSy as if the poet in the preceding defcrip- 
tions had purpofely ilooped to amufe himfelf with 
the Gomgom Pear/on^ Huefteria^ Major Scott^ Mr, North" 
totfy and the Revnend awhor of the Scrutineer ^ that he 
might rife again with the more finking dignity oa 
this great occaiion. 

Such of our readefs-as are acquainted with the old 
editions of the Roiliad, mufl certainly remember the 
defcriptions of the bar, the gallery for Grangers to 
lit in, and members to fleep in, the clock, the mace, 
and the Speaker's chair. Thefe have undergone 
little or no alterations, except, perhaps in one or two 
places, the corre<ftion of an innacurate rhyme, or a 
feeble epithet. We (hall therefore pifs them ovei* 
in (ilence, and proceed directly lo the Treafury 
Bench :

The four firfi lines of the above quotation include 
all that was originally faid of the Treafury-bench. 
The four laft are entirely new. Nor, we truft, will 
their beauty be found inferior to their novelty. 
They touch on a fubjeft of much offence to the 
young friends of the minlfter ; we mean, the bar- 
barous and gothic appearance of the benches in the 
Houfe of Commons. The Treafury-bench itfelf 
}ooks no better than a Jirft form in one of our fmbUc 
fchools.

How flat, how fpiritlefs this, in comparifon of the 
other ? Nor is the interrogation the only ikrong 
figure employed in this admirable pafTage* This is

Who can read thefirft line of the couplet withouf 
fteling his fenfe of national honour moft deeply in- 
ured by the fuppofed indignity ? and who can read 
the laft without melting into the moft unfeigned 
commiferation for the adlual fufFering, to which the 
youthful Lords arc at prefent expofed ? It muft, 
doubtlefs, be a feafpnable relief to the minds of our

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readers to be informed, that Mr. Pitt, ai it has been 
fai(i ill foifie of the daily papers, means to propofe 
for one article of his F arUamaitiry Reform^ to cover 
the Icats ia genera^ with crimfon fatio, and to de* 
corare the Treaf'ur) -bench in -particular, with 
cufluonsof crimfon velvet ; one of extraordinary di- 
jnenllons being to be appropriated to Mr. W. Gren* 
villi.

dom*— The antithefis of ^he Major Scott tathe mnor 
KinfoH^ feems to afcertain the fenfe of the word 
Major ^ as (ignifying in this ^AviCt the greater ; it might 
mean alfo the e)der \ or it might equally refer to the 
militaiy rank of the gentleman intended. This is 
a beautiful example of the figure fo much admired 
by the ancients under the name of the Paronomajia^ 
or Pun. They who recolleft the light in which our 
author before reprefented Major Scott^ as a pamphlet- 
teer, fit only to furnifh a ivatrr-chy/ft^ may poffibly 
wonder to find him here m.entioned as the greater

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It would require a volume, not only to point olft 
all the merits of the laft lincy but even to do juilice 
to that Pindaric fpirit, that abrupt beauty, that 
graceful aberration from rigid granomatical contexts, 
which ^ippears in the fiiigle word but.

own hair, which naturally participates in the good 
or ill fortune of the Jiead on which it grows, fiut 
to proceed. — ^Men in a fright are ufually generous ; 
—on that'great day, therefore, the Marquis obtained 
thepromifeof the Admiralty. The Dying Drinn* 
mer then proceeds to defcribe the Marquis's welU 
known vifion, which he prefaces by a compliment 
on his Lordihip's extraordinaiy proficiency in the art 
of lace-making. We have all admh'ed the Parlia-

If no expedient 
had been dcvifed, by the help of which tht fame 
idea could be invefted in a thoufand different zti 
glittering habiliments, by which one {knafl fpark of 
meaning could be inflated into a blaze of elocution, 
how many dcle6table fpceches would have been loft 
to the fcnate of Great Britain ?
